Dollars are nothing but measures of 
value. 
Suppose changes should be made in 
length-measures instead 
of value- 
measures. 
Is it likely that any people could be 
found who would accept 
eighteen

Changing back to the value-meas* 
ure, is it likely that any people will 
accept a fifty cent piece and a one 
hundred cent piece as the same? The 
Chicago Times-Herald marks the dif­ 
ference when it suggests that there 
never has been and there will never 
be a community in which one hundred 
cents and fifty cents will be accepted 
indifferently for the same commodity.
